A PLACE IN 
RICHMOND 

Amanda Lamb reveals why she choose Richmond as 
the ideal location for her family home

T he image of a black velvet-clad 
Scottish Widow gracefully 
pulling back her hooded 
mediaeval cloak is certainly an 
enduring one. Amanda Lamb assumed 
that coveted small screen role in 1994 
and remained a living icon of our 
television sets throughout the 90s and 
early noughties - covering nine 
advertising campaigns in total - before 
eventually hanging up her hood in 2005. 

Bom in Portsmouth in 1972, and now 
a proud Surrey resident, the model, actor 
and TV presenter started her career as an 
estate agent - which 
could be seen as 
prescient considering 
her current position as 
a TV property 
aficionado. Amanda 
talks animatedly 
about home buying, 
living in Richmond 
and spmcing up her house for summer. 

When she left school at 15, she 
worked selling property in Hampshire 
for five years until she was scouted by 
various modelling agencies during a trip 
to Clothes Show Live. Settling on the 
iconic agency Storm aged 21, she moved 
to London where she initially lived in 
Wandsworth before moving to Putney. 

T wanted to buy a house and couldn’t 
afford properties in Putney or Richmond 


so I ended up in Twickenham,’ she recalls. 
‘At that time, Twickenham wasn’t really 
much of an up-and-coming area but it 
was what I could afford and it was only two 
miles away from my chosen destination.’ 
Amanda bought a two-bedroomed terraced 
cottage for £160,000 in 1999 and says she 
thinks they’re now going for somewhere in 
the region of £600,000. 

She has lived around the Richmond 
area for over 15 years. ‘I love the fact that 
there are such big, wide open spaces here,’ 
she smiles. ‘We’re really lucky as we’ve 
got Richmond Park on our doorstep and 
Hampton Court is just 
around the corner. The 
older you get, you need 
change, and I now have 
children - the schools 
around me are fantastic. 
There’s an air of 
community here - we 
know all the 
shopkeepers by name. Where we are it 
still feels like a little village even though 
we’re only 12 miles from central London.’ 

In 2001 Amanda shed some of the 
layers of mystery acquired as a Scottish 
Widow by landing a presenting job on 
Channel 4’s A Place in the Sun. Since 
then, she has presented a number of TV 
shows, including Market Kitchen and 
What the Neighbours Did. She can often 
be seen on The Wright Stuff and most 


There’s an air of

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recently has been presenting My Flat- 
Pack Home , in which she travels around 
the UK documenting the grand-design 
projects of homeowners. 

Married to cameraman Sean 
McGuinness since 2012, they have two 
young daughters - Willow Rose and 
Lottie - which means she has had to 
rethink the way in which she arranges 
her home decor. She tells me it’s one of 
the hardest things she’s struggled with. 
‘I’ve always been quite minimalistic. 
Everything has its own place, and all of a 
sudden you have these two small 
hurricanes who run around the house 
leaving a trail of destruction in their path! 
I’ve had to think much more carefully 
about how we decorate the interior of our 
house. We’ve just had a new kitchen put 
in and for me, whereas before it was all 
about the look of the kitchen, now it’s 
also about the practicality,’ she laughs. 
‘I’ve had to think about storage, where 
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Amanda loves the open green 
spaces of Hampton Court 
(right) and Richmond Parkl 
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we’ll put the kids’ toys, how we live in a 
house and I think that’s very important. 

‘We’ve got a designated play area for 
the kids but instead of having toys all over 
the place I’ve had a big custom-built 
cupboard made so that at the end of the 
day it all goes away and our living space 
is back to being a grown-up space again. 
I’ve just had to be very clever with storage 
solutions since they’ve come along 
because they come with so much stuff! ’ 

We ask Amanda for her tips on how best 
to update a house. ‘I think with each room 
in your property you need to create a focal 
point - whether it is wallpaper, a mirror, a 
painting or an interesting piece of furniture,’ 
she says. ‘Things like soft furnishings and 
upholstery - all of that makes such a 
huge difference. Even a few cushions 
and an old throw can give a sofa a whole 
new lease of life. 

Smell is very important in a property 
too, she says. ‘I’ve been in some 


shockers where you’ve got dogs, cats, 
smokers... so think about how your 
house smells and fill it with fragrances. 
You can use candles, plug-ins or when 
spring comes, open a window.’ 

And if you’ve got a house that’s 
threatening to overwhelm you in terms 
of the stuff you have in it, take it a room 
at a time and be ruthless, she advises. 
‘There’s something really cathartic about 
clearing and a top tip I would give is to 
have three boxes; one of things to keep, 
one for charity, and one I call the 
‘sentimental box’ for the letters, the kids’ 
drawings, the mugs your mother bought 
you, whatever they are; things you can’t 
bear to part with but that you don’t need 


on a daily basis. Stick them in a box and 
then in your loft where they’re out of 
sight but not out of mind.’ 

Having made such a successful career 
out of property and fashion, Amanda is 
adamant that the former will never go 
out of the latter. I ask her why. ‘I think 
it’s because we are all totally and utterly 
obsessed with property,’ she grins. 

‘I think we’re all inherently nosy and we 
all love having a good look around 
people’s houses and we’re all obsessed. 

I can’t see that changing any time soon!’

W hether it’s a family 

heirloom passed down 
through the generations, 
or an amazing memento 
from a life-changing trip, everyone has 
that one precious piece of furniture 
which they just couldn’t live without. 
And for the owner of this new-build 
apartment in Kew, it was her stunning 
oriental screen. 

‘The client was very well travelled 
and had quite a lot of Asian-inspired 
pieces which she wanted to incorporate 
and keep,’ says Diana Greenhalgh, 
co-founder of interior design company 
My Bespoke Room. ‘One example was 
her beautiful oriental screen. However, 
since space was a premium in the 
apartment, we recommended using it as 
a headboard in the master bedroom, 
which actually worked really well as a 
way to display it.’ 


Clever space-saving solutions such as 
this were the key to integrating the 
client’s prized possessions into her new 
home. ‘There was a lifetime’s worth of 
house to condense into an apartment,’ 
recalls My Bespoke Room’s other 
co-founder Laura Simpson, ‘so the 
challenge really was to take her unique 
pieces and create the look that she was 
after. However, this kind of furniture is 
actually a really good indication of 
someone’s personal style. For example, 
the screen headboard in the bedroom is 
quite a statement piece, so we made it 
the focus of the room and built a plan 
around it.’ 

Working to a brief of a luxury, 
boutique feel that incorporated these 
Asian treasures, the design duo set about 
creating a palette of black, gold and 
neutrals across the apartment. ‘To 
counterbalance the dark teak furniture,

we kept the majority of the walls in the 
apartment very neutral and then just 
picked out one or two walls to highlight 
with really beautiful wallpaper that 
created a boutique look,’ explains Laura. 
One example is in the master bedroom, 
where the metallic gold Ralph Lauren 
wallpaper both complements the 
headboard and helps reflect light around 
the room to stop the furniture making it 
feel dark. 

‘We chose quite a few strong, 
amazing wallpapers, which were all very 
opulent,’ says Diana. ‘They’re a great 
way to finish a room and give it some 
wow-factor.’ An obvious example of this 
is in the client’s guest bedroom, where 
the eye-catching Osborne & Little tiger 
pattern wallpaper packs a real visual 
punch and continues the Asian theme. 
‘We wanted a big feature to complement 
the four-poster bed and elegant grey 


walls in Farrow & Ball Elephant’s 
Breath. This wallpaper is brilliant 
because it adds some sparkle to the 
palette and picks out the gold of the side 
tables,’ explains Diana. 

It is this kind of metallic wallpaper 
that Diana and Laura 
recommend to clients 
who want add a 
luxurious touch to 
their home. ‘Don’t 
always go for a flat 
wallpaper with a 
pattern - it adds so 
much more interest when you mix up 
textures and metallic hues,’ says Diana. 
‘Plus you can pick out the accents in 
your furniture around the room, which 
creates a really sophisticated tailored 
look.’ However, it’s a decision which 
shouldn’t be rushed, says Laura, as 
wallpaper is a much bigger commitment 


than paint, which can be easily changed 
with a different coat. ‘If you’re going to 
buy a wallpaper, you need to order lots 
of samples,’ she advises. ‘It’s very 
difficult to choose a wallpaper just from 
looking at it on screen. You can’t 

understand the finish, 
the sheen or the 
texture unless you see 
it in person, and it’s 
these elements that 
make a wallpaper 
really special.’ 

But if you are 
toying with the idea of being bold, 
you’re best off doing it in your smaller 
room. ‘In general it’s better to go dark 
and dramatic in a small room because if 
you paint them white they can look a bit 
washed out and boring,’ says Laura. ‘A 
lot of people are obsessed with trying to 
make things look light, but if you’ve got

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a small dark room, embrace it,’ agrees 
Diana. ‘Rather than struggling to make it 
seem light and airy, go with it and make 
it feel really moody, gorgeous and dark.’ 

The most challenging room in the 
apartment, however, came in the form of 
a kid’s room. The client wanted a 
playroom-come-bedroom that her 
grandchildren could use when they came 
to stay but which, for the rest of the 
time, could be shut off. ‘We chose 
cleverly arranged bunk beds in a dark 
wood from Aspace to continue the Asian 
look throughout the apartment and make 
the most of the limited space,’ explains 
Diana. ‘But most importantly, we tried to 
keep the look quite grown up.’ 

For example, a neutral striped 
wallpaper provides a sophisticated 
backdrop for the pop of colour from the 
lime green blind, while the solid navy 
wall in Farrow & Ball’s Drawing Room 
Blue adds ageless appeal. ‘One thing we 
advise about children’s rooms is not to 


decorate them like a nursery, or with a 
theme that the child loves at that moment 
in time, such as trains or fairies,’ advises 
Laura. ‘Stick to classic colours that are 
fun yet functional, and will suit the 
children whether they’re two or twelve. 
It’s a really clever way of making the 
room grow with the 
child and means that 
you don’t have to 
continually redecorate.’ 

As well as the 
eastern effect, there 
was one more 
overriding factor 
which united the project: the price. In an 
effort to keep costs down, Diana and 
Laura sourced all the new pieces for the 
flat from the high street, except for the 
shelving unit in the living room which 
was made bespoke by west London- 
based company Empatika. Affordability 
is at the heart of their My Bespoke 
Room brand, which offers room styling 


for the reasonable starting price of £75. 
‘We found that there are loads of people 
who, like us, don’t have loads of money 
but still want beautiful homes,’ says 
Diana. ‘My Bespoke Room is the 
answer.’ 

And while the styling might have 
been done on a 
shoestring, the overall 
look is expensively 
luxe. ‘This project was 
unlike anything else 
we’ve done so far, so 
it was really fun to do 
something different,’ 
says Laura. ‘It’s great when the client 
has an eye for design and is brave. In 
this building, every property is pretty 
much the same, so one of the criteria in 
her brief was to make this apartment 
stand out. By being bold and brave, she 
got something completely unique.’

Why top chefs are happy to find a home within London’s best hotels 


T hey were the breeding grounds for gastronomic 
greatness: the grand hotel kitchen was the 
fiercely beating heart of high-end eating. Their 
patron saint was, of course, Auguste Escoffier, 
the culinary titan. Alongside Cesar Ritz (whom he met 
at the Hotel Nationale in Lucerne), he introduced 
brigade de cuisine at The Savoy, and went on to wow 
at The Ritz in Paris, before returning to London and 
the Carlton Hotel. 

Today, the brigades might have slimmed down, but 
many of the world’s most famous chefs are still 
happily residing in London’s grandest hotels. Marco 
Pierre White may have left The Oak Room at Le 
Meridien Piccadilly at the peak of his Michelin-starred 
magnificence, and Gordon Ramsay checked out of 
Claridge’s last year, but Alain Ducasse at The 
Dorchester has a heady three Michelin stars, while 
Marcus Wareing’s eponymous place, Marcus, at The 
Berkeley has two, alongside Helene Darroze at The 
Connaught and Dinner by Heston Blumenthal at the 
Mandarin Oriental. One starrers are represented by the 
likes of Fera at Claridge’s, Galvin at Windows, Alyn 
Williams at The Westbury and Outlaw’s at The 
Capital. Fine chefs all. 

Many of my favourite hotel places, though, are 
resolutely unstarred. In the case of John Williams at 
The Ritz, it’s a disgrace. Here is a supremely talented 
chef, cooking exquisite modern haute cuisine 
to the very highest level, in one of the most 
wonderfully gilded dining rooms in London. And 
those half-wits at Michelin continue to ignore him. 



Theo Randall overcomes a rather cold dining room 
at The Intercontinental to serve up some of the finest 
regional Italian tucker in town, while the legendary 
Pierre Koffmann at The Berkeley is still at the very 
top of his game. The Goring is unashamedly old 
school English, while Hix Mayfair offers a more 
modern take on our native grub. Typing Room at 
Bethnal Green’s Town Hall Hotel is more modern still, 
but chef Lee Westcott has massive talent. As does 
Sophie Michell at Pont Street at Belgraves. Add in the 
gloriously ornate China Tang at The Dorchester (high 
end Cantonese, with a price to match), and it’s clear 
that the hotel dining room is still in fine fettle. 

Ok, so there are still a profusion of corporate 
hellholes with their ghastly chicken Caesar salads and 
hellish hamburgers. But as ever with London, the 
mediocre sits side by side with the marvellous. The 
hotel restaurant continues to thrive, albeit sans the vast 
battalions. Escoffier would be proud.

PROTECTIVE 

BLANKET 

With calls to teach primary schoolchildren about mental and physical abuse, 
two local schools highlight how they are preparing pupils for the real world

T here’s a scene in the long- 
running BBC comedy 
Outnumbered where harassed 
dad Pete is attempting to extract 
his son Ben from a shop. Said son 
doesn’t want to leave, so clings on for 
dear life shouting ‘stranger, danger’ as 
Pete attempts to explain himself to 
worried customers. It’s a funny scene, 
but with serious undertones. 

After all, a global study recently 
claimed that primary school aged 
children in the UK need more education 
on how to avoid sexual abuse - but how 
do you approach such a subject? ‘This is 
such a challenging area for schools and 
one about which we are all enormously 
sensitive,’ says St Nicholas Preparatory 
School Headteacher, Tony Lewis. ‘The 
basis for all aspects of children 
developing into adults is confidence in 
self and in others, an appreciation of 
right and wrong, and the skill to respond 
to both in supporting good and 
challenging wrong.’ 

Gill Sinclair is Pastoral Care 
Co-ordinator at Maple Walk School, an 
independent primary school for boys 
and girls aged 4-11, and it was 
fascinating to learn about the initiatives 
introduced there to look after their 


children. There is a ‘worry box’ where 
children can express a concern, and a 
‘friendship post’ in the playground to 
ensure no pupil feels left out. What about 
teaching something like sex education? 
‘We keep it as simple as possible,’ she 
says. ‘There are certain things we do 
stress from a young age, such as where 
your swimming costume covers is where 
no-one else can touch you apart from a 
doctor. That’s something a 
child understands without 
going into too much detail.’ 

Both Tony and Gill 
discuss the importance of a 
child holding on to their 
innocence. ‘Sadly the 
media brings adulthood to 
children at an ever younger 
age,’ laments the former. 

It’s tricky, however, to 
avoid with so much going 
on around us that children 
can have access to, and 


what they see and do can lead to 
problems between the younger 
generation in the school playground. 
‘Bullying can be an over used word,’ 
Tony continues, ‘but the way to respond 
to bullying is to do everything we can to 
set the appropriate tone, values and 
behaviours. Developing social and inter¬ 
personal skills is a vital ingredient from 
the earliest of ages. Politeness and 
courtesy are ingredients for life.’ 

Sadly, though, even being courteous 
could lead to problems. ‘Children are 
told to be polite to adults,’ Gill picks up, 
‘but it’s letting them know that it’s OK 
to shout “no” or “go away” if the need 
arises.’ Although Ben was a tad naughty 
in his use of ‘stranger, danger’, it’s 
clearly an important lesson that needs to 
be taught to our children.

SPIRIT 

Is winning the he all and end all ? Or should 
schools temper ambitions to he the best?

B ehind many front doors, there 
will be a familiar early summer 
scene playing out. Revision 
plans, books, notes, all of which 
will be scattered across the floor of 
teenage bedrooms. Whether we like it or 
not, this is when almost every child over 
11 will be sitting some type of exam, and 
there is no doubt that this time of year 
crystallises the essence of competition in 
our schools and lives. 

Over the years, so much has been 
debated and discussed on the subject of 
competition in schools. Governments 
have come and gone, and policy has 
changed and changed again. Primary 
schools have looked to emphasise taking 
part rather than winning - in sport, in 
academics and in school life. 

What do pupils themselves think? Last 
year a survey was conducted by 
Marylebone Cricket Club and Chance to 
Shine charity in which it was discovered 


that, amongst the eight to 16-year-olds, 
almost two thirds claimed that they 
would be ‘relieved, not bothered or 
happier’ if winning or losing were not a 
factor. However, we all know many boys 
and girls who are eager to win and show 
various degrees of 
competitive spirit, 
either against others or 
themselves. 

Even if we were to, 
somehow, be able to 
take the competitive 
element out of the 
classroom or off our playing fields, it 
would still be embedded in our daily 
lives as children and as adults. In some 
way or another, competition is in-built 
into the human psyche. Many would 
argue that a healthy level-headed 
approach to competition when we are 
young will enable us all to cope and 
embrace the adult world. Sir Digby Jones 


sums it up by speaking of our present 
national climate creating a generation 
that is ill prepared for a world that 
requires risk taking. He suggests that 
‘competition teaches critical thinking, 
decision-making and problem solving’. 

However, surely the key is to 
acknowledge and embrace the fact that 
we are all different, and come with 
different strengths and weaknesses, and 
not to try to make each child the same as 
the next. Lyn Kendall of British Mensa 
talks of the importance of competition 
within a supportive environment in 
which the child can learn to accept 
failure, but without losing self-esteem. 
Equally, those who are born with 
competitive talent and win often need to 
know how to fail, and lose with grace 
and respect for others. 

So surely this is the key. There are 
schools where many 
pupils are performing 
at the very highest 
level in all areas of 
school life, yet there 
are others who will 
never quite reach these 
levels themselves. 
Despite this, they learn to embrace each 
other’s success, are not arrogant and 
leave the school feeling that they can 
walk confidently into the world, 
wherever it may take them.

KatHopps embraces the South Tyrolean 
lifestyle at Adler Mountain Lodge 



D riving up the winding ascent 
of South Tyrol’s Alpe di Siusi 
region, you are struck by its 
anomaly to Italy. A rolling 
expanse of alpine meadows, villages and 
medieval churches, the land reveals 
clusters of wooden chalets at every turn 
- a betting man would swear you were in 
Austria. 

South Tyrol was once Austrian 
territory, ceded to Italy at the end of 
World War I. Today it is peaceful and 
integrated, and the region’s contrasts are 
celebrated. Of the 500,000 population, 
70% speaks German as its first language, 
25% Italian, and 5% the Romanic 
language, Ladin. The capital Bolzano/ 
Bozen is splintered into pretty 


cobblestone squares but modern design 
at Museion is just a short walk away. 

Breath-taking panoramic views are so 
prevalent you can become spoilt. This is 
especially true at Adler Mountain Lodge, 
a sustainable 30-bedroom hotel, which 
sits 1,800 metres above sea level at the 
foot of Alpe di Siusi - gateway to the 
Dolomites and a designated UNESCO 
World Heritage site since 2009. The 
lodge houses 18 guest suites, 12 two- 
storey guest chalets, a restaurant, spa and 
infinity pool. The soothing interior 
formed of mountain larch, spruce and 
oak flooring is furnished with plush red 
leather stools and cowhide sofas. 

The spa is a lovely introduction to the 
clean living rituals of South Tyroleans. 



Natural ingredients like mountain pine 
and edelweiss are incorporated into 
treatments and many enjoy the traditional 
hay sauna as a purifying treatment. No 
visit would be complete without a walk 
along one of South Tyrol’s 13,000km 
natural hiking trails; a trek to the plateau 
of Stoaneme Mandlen with its stunning 
views and folklore legend is a must. 

Another indulgence is the local 
cuisine - even simple eateries are 
exemplary. At mountain cafe Auener 
Aim, we savoured traditional potato 
ravioli with cheese and figs. A must-try 
is the speck (smoked raw ham) and 
schuttelbrot (crispy rye bread) in 
addition to the local cheese and apples. 

Although I visited in spring, the 
region is perfect all-year round, there 
being an average of 300 sunny days. 
Winter offers access to 60 kilometres of 
snow trails while you span the same 
paths on electric bikes come spring. 
However you choose to do it, you will 
return home feeling invigorated.

Square deal 

L ondon’s garden squares are 

boosting surrounding property 
prices by an average of 10%, 
according to the latest research 
from Knight Frank. 

The review which analysed over 
4,000 residential transactions between 
2008 and 2014 identified the uplift in 
price for properties with views of the 
capital’s iconic garden squares, 
compared to equivalent non-garden 
facing properties in close proximity. 

The strongest performance was seen 
in SW3 and SW7, with a 16.2% and 
15.1% average uplift respectively. In 
terms of price volatility, while average 
PCL prices fell by 24% 
during the financial 
crisis, properties facing 
garden squares only saw 
a price drop of 18.3%. 

The research was

The Richmond property market needs more sellers 


A s an estate agent who lives 
and works in Richmond, I 
have noticed a growing trend 
since we opened two years 
ago: a lack of supply of property coming 
to the market for sale. 

As part of the community, we know 
many potential vendors are concerned 
that if they sell their property, they may 
be unable to find their next home: 
consequently, less homes come to the 
market resulting in a self-perpetuating 
prophecy. However, there are other 
issues at play. 

In affluent areas, such as Richmond, 
there is an increase of second-steppers 
choosing to hold on to their first 
purchase when trading up, so instead of 
one house instigating another to come to 
the sales market, we are seeing buyers 
preferring to hold on to their asset and 
rent it long-term, as a retirement fund.
